"We have continued to retreat in 
Korea, but we have not been dis­ 
graced.

I don’t 
know and I don’t think anyone else 
knows where we should go, and that 
is why 1951 is so confused Should 
we keep fighting in Korea or should 
we withdraw ? That is but one of the 
questions facing as. 
"I do know however that Herbert 
Hoover was all wrong when he said 
we should give up Europe and full 
back on England. If it were after 
World W ar I we could afford to be 
isolationist. But this is the day of the 
airplane, that great weapon of de­ 
struction that we have created And 
we can no longer be isolationist. 
Europe Is now our front line. 
"I don’t think that great m an who 
recently purchased a farm here will 
be able to come back soon, if at all, 
for any length of time, to enjoy his 
farm . General Eisenhower has a 
herculean task in Europe, a task 
that may take years.
